Tremendous Strides Forward 
In Air Passenger Industry 


(Continued from Page One) 
lines, anticipating a lull In their w in­ 
ter business, cut rates to rail-plus- 
Pullman levels in an experim ent to 
determ ine whether high fares were a 
greater hindrance to the rapid devel­ 
opment of passenger traffic than public 
fear. 


The answ er was an overwhelm ing 
one. 
It was revealed that the fare 
was a greater consideration to Am er­ 
ican tnt v e in s than fear. 
Traffic in­ 
creases of from loo to 500 per cent 
were reported by the principal op er­ 
ating companies, and, many were u n ­ 
able to handle the volume o f business 
with their regular equipment. 
Authorities on the aviation industry 
give the McNary-Watres Act credit for 
being tesponsible for the most impor­ 
tant fundamental changes in the air 
transport picture during 1930. Its full 
effects, however, were not expected to 
be* felt until the spring and sum m er of 
1931 when lines were to sw ing into 
their new schedules with sm oothly op­ 
erated services and good weather to 
stimulate their passenger business. 
The new air, mail act, which was 
signed by the President on April 29, 
1930, provided a more equitable basis 
for the payment of air mail contract* I 
ors upon a space-w eight per mile rate 
rather than a poundage basis, previ- J 
ously in force. 
Also, the McNary-Watres Act was 
indirectly responsible for the realign­ 
ing of old companies into new groups, 
important purchases abd 
consolida­ 
tions, and a general remaking of tile 
map of the United States. To several 
companies, 
according to the 
A ero­ 
nautical Chamber o f Commerce, 
it 
meant a loss o f revenue under a new 
lower rate, w hile others received in­ 
creased 
compensation; 
and 
several 
important passenger carrieis received 


contracts which they did not have to 
aid them previously. 
At the close of 
1930, there was not a single air mail 
contractor who was not also carrying 
passengers. 


Four major financial groups con­ 
tinued to control most of the principal 
air lines, but 1930 saw som e important 
changes in the 
alignments. 
Strong 
financial backing resulted from vari­ 
ous mergers and contributed to the 
growth of the industry 
The "inde­ 
pendent” operators 
those outside the 
four major groups 
were alive to the 
advisability of improving their serv­ 
ices and coordinating their schedules 
with oilier lines in order to give im* 
provost service to the public, 
With 
warm

there is expected to be a marked stim ­ 
ulation of air travel in
